Tachistoscopic Teaching 





The “Tach-X” is used to demonstrate group work with an entire 
class. Teachers learn techniques and practice on each other before 


introducing these methods in the classroom. 


HE use of tachistoscopic techniques 

is not new. A form of tachistoscopic 

classroom training was used as early 
as 1895. Catherine Aiken, a classroom 
teacher, improved memory by writing 
on a blackboard and then rotating it. 
Samuel Renshaw used a camera shut- 
ter and projector during World War 
II in developing a recognition pro- 
gram for the navy. The program fo- 
cused wide attention of the possibili 
ties of this form of developmental 
training. 


Definition of a Tachistoscope 

\ tachistoscope is a still projector or 
some device equipped with a shutter 
for timed exposures This device is 
sometimes referred to as a “Speed-i-o 
scope” or “Flashmeter.” This device 
allows material to be projected on a 
screen for controlled lengths of time 


Materials for Tachistoscopic 
Training 
Several firms have commercially pre 
pared materials on slides and filmstrips.
